A deal almost 
too good 
to be true 

Judge, board member poised to prosper 
after selling land they just bought to EDA 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I can’t help but marvel at the unbeliev¬ 
ably good deal the group that sold the 
industrial park property to the EDA received — a 
deal that is certain to get even sweet¬ 
er over time. 

I have all the documents on how 
the deal went down and even I can 
barely believe it! 

The timing alone is incredible. Just 
two months ago, EDA board member 
Larry Cann partnered with Betty 
Springate (a District Court judge) and 
her husband, prominent Lawrence- 
burg attorney Jerry, to form CBS Real 
Estate. A Sal visa man is reportedly 
involved, too. 

Then, just three days later, that 
newly formed company bought 57 
acres from the Marshall family for $465,000. 

Fast forward about eight weeks and CBS Real 
Estate had already struck a deal (Cann, the EDA 
board member, recused himself) to sell 47 of 
those acres to the EDA for exactly what it paid, 
$465,000, and kept the 10 acres that front US 127 
for itself. 

Plus, because CBS Real Estate financed the 
deal, it gets a cool $18,400 a year in interest-only 
payments through September of 2015, when the 
balance of the deal is due. 

Think about that. CBS buys 57 acres for a per- 
acre cost of about $8,100, sells 47 of those acres 
for a per-acre cost of about $9,900, and keeps the 
additional 10 acres that, all things being equal, 
are worth upwards of $100,000. Of course CBS 
had to go through the bother of getting some of 
that property rezoned for industrial use which, 
I’ve been told, can add some value to it. 

Coupled with the interest it will receive in 
the next four years, CBS stands to earn a nifty 
$175,000, well over a 35 percent return on its ini¬ 
tial investment in just four years. 

Try getting that at the bank! 

Here’s how it gets even sweeter. Once the EDA 
lands a tenant, those 10 frontage acres will be 
worth much, much more, not to mention CBS 
will get the full benefit of the EDA and state 
marketing efforts simply because those acres are 
attached to the industrial park. 

Marketing agents don’t come cheap, you know. 
What would really make a great deal is the 
prospect that natural gas — which would have to 
cross the Bluegrass Parkway to get there — might 
finally get that far south, again at no cost to CBS. 

Throw in a paid-for entrance and having 
water, sewer and electricity being brought right 
onto their land and there’s no question CBS is 
poised to really capitalize on such an incredibly 
timed and well-planned investment, bless their 
hearts. 

S peaking of good deals... 

The good news is that Anderson County 
will finally have its own industrial park and 
be able to market itself to prospective businesses 
looking for a place to build. 

That’s tremendous news, and will hopefully 
end decades of this community missing out on 
opportunities that seem to automatically go to 
other counties. 

My guess (the EDA folks don’t and can’t say 
much about what they’ve planned) is that at 
least one tenant for the park is solidly in the 
works, otherwise I doubt the normally very con¬ 
servative EDA wouldn’t have obligated itself to 
spend nearly a half-million dollars to buy the 
land. 

Sounds like the EDA certainly got a good deal 
on what will hopefully be some prime industrial 
land that will one day provide needed jobs, not to 
mention a shot in the tax base’s arm. 

S peaking of well planned... 

Any notion that the timing on this deal 
was rigged to coincide with next Tuesday’s 
election is laughable. 

Of course conspiracy theorists will cry foul, 
that it was to push the incumbent judge-execu¬ 
tive over the finish line, blah, blah, blah. 
Poppycock. 

The incumbent judge-executive is an ex-officio 
member of EDA, which means he doesn’t vote. 

He also wasn’t even at Monday’s meeting, which 
I found curious but nowhere near as curious as 
what I mentioned above. 

Further, the EDA isn’t prone to those types of 
shenanigans, at least as far as I can tell, and on its 
end made a deal that will benefit families and 
taxpayers, not politicians.

Growing up, Mari¬ 
anne Brown was con¬ 
stantly getting in 
trouble for playing with 
mud in a nearby creek.

As an adult, she owns 
her own pottery studio 
in Lawrenceburg, Mari¬ 
anne Brown Pottery. 

She also teaches pottery 
to kids around the age 
when Brown started 
showing a creative side 
at the Living Arts &: 
Science Center in Lex¬ 
ington. Brown is one 
of the founding artists 
in the Art Trail, which 
showcases local artists’ 
work. This year, her 
open studio also features 
Erica Kirchner, who 
works with cooper to 
create jewelry and free¬ 
standing animals. 

Now in its fourth 
year, the Art Trail will 
feature Brown, Maynard 
Studios, Elements Clay 
Studio and Crosswinds 
Pottery on Saturday, Nov. 
1 from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Most of the stu¬ 
dios are open only by 
appointment, and the 
Art Trail is the one day 
a year where they open 
their doors to public. 


Matt Maynard owns 
Maynard Studios with 
his wife, Karine. He 
said he’d often read his 
grandfather’s “Foxfire” 
books and daydream 
about the things he 
could make with his 
own hands. Maynard, 
who grew up in Pike 
County, said his grand¬ 
father helped him build 
a makeshift forge at 
around the age of 12 to 
experiment with black- 
smithing. 

Initially, painting was 
Karine’s thing, but she 
learned blacksmithing 


from her now husband 
and grew to love it. She 
challenged herself to 
pick up the trade and 
opened up Matt to the 
art in smithing. Their 
work is completely col¬ 
laborative; Karine said 
they’ll often stop each 
other in the middle of 
what the other is doing 
to make suggestions. 

Blacksmithing cer¬ 
tainly isn’t for the faint 
of heart. It takes time 
and patience to learn the 
skill. 

Maynard Studios has 
an extensive portfolio 
including a wide variety

of mostly commercial 
work from intricate, 
handcrafted staircase 
railing, high-top table 
and chairs for the Jim 
Bean American Still- 
house and exterior work 
for businesses. 

As an artist, Karine 
said she loves buying 
handcrafted items from 
local artists because she 
enjoys supporting her 
friends’ work. 

“I love to surround 
myself with handmade 
things,” she said. 

Cynthia Carr, owner 
of Crosswinds Pottery, 
describes her work 
as “functional wheel- 
thrown pottery.” Her 
interest in pottery was 
fostered in middle school 
where the Cleveland 
Museum of Art hosted a 
variety of art classes on 


the weekends. 

In her clay work, 
she uses an industrial 
sized dough mixer that 
came from a nunnery, 
enabling her to mix up 
to 360 pounds of clay at 
one time. 

Carr also consid¬ 
ers herself a “junkie” 
and enjoys repurpos¬ 
ing rusty metal into 
something useful such 
a device for watering 
plants. She’s fond of 
using old gears, rotors 
and springs. 

She has a three bent 
tobacco barn she con¬ 
verted into “the Crow’s 
Nest” to showcase what 
she calls “architectural 
salvage.” 

Susan Burge, owner 
of Elements Clay Studio, 
describes her work as 
“functional with a fun 
flair.” She creates mostly 
mugs, plates and bowls 
with pops of color. 

“I like to experiment 
with glaze to give a little 
a pizzazz,” said Burge. 

She laughed when 
she recalled the messes 
she’d always make in 
her bedroom growing 
up while painting and 
doing other crafts. She 
said she was always 
experimenting with dif¬ 
ferent lighting. On one 
occasion, this resulted in 
a hot desk lamp burning 


a hole in the carpet. 

Burge said she always 
wanted a career as 
an artist and luckily 
everything fell together 
where she could own 
her own studio on Bonds 
Mill Road right next 
door to the Four Roses 
Distillery. 

In addition to a gift 
shop featuring her pot¬ 
tery, Burge’s studio also 
allows guests to paint 
their own pottery, which 
she said has gained a 
great deal of popular¬ 
ity. Clay throwing and 
crochet classes are also 
offered at her studio. 

“It’s just a creative 
space for people to try 
different things,” she 
said. 

While the other stu¬ 
dios are only open by 
appointment, Elements 
Clay Studio is open 
year-round but Burge 
said she always seems to 
attract new customers 
during the Art Trail. 

Burge said there’s 
something unique about 
a handcrafted items, 
offering a special con¬ 
nection between the cus¬ 
tomer and the artist.

Murphy’s conviction of man¬ 
slaughter for Luke allows you 
to have an attention grab¬ 
bing headline, however, I do 
not believe you consider the 
effect it would have on us, 
Luke’s family. 


We struggle daily with the 
reality that my brother is 
no longer with us. We have 
learned to remember the 
good times, laugh through the 
tears, and try to live our days 
with only the memories left. 

It has been seven years 
since Mr. Murphy was con¬ 
victed for the murder of my 
brother. He has taken enough 
from our family, without a 
constant reminder from you 
each time Mr. Murphy choos¬ 
es to behave in a destructive 
manner. 

Our wish is for you to 
enlighten the community of 


Mr. Murphy’s reckless behav¬ 
ior without the association 
of our loss. As I speak to you 
today for Luke’s entire fam¬ 
ily, please recognize that Mr. 
Murphy’s behavior should 
suffice as your sole focus, 
rather than starting your arti¬ 
cle with a public reminder of 
our reality. 

After reading your latest 
article about Mr. Murphy, I 
find you to be insensitive to 
our devastating loss and our 
struggle to move forward.

facts, as well as your care¬ 
less nature when it comes to 
mentioning a family who has 
experienced a true nightmare.

Waters describes 
herself as “Odie’s nurse” 
while he recovers from 
his injuries. Upon a vet¬ 
erinarian’s inspection, it 
was discovered that Odie 
had been hit by a car 
about a month previous 
to his current incident 
and his leg was in bad 
shape. 

“He was just 
crunched. His leg 
had several weeks of 
recovering the wrong 
way. The bones in his 
leg were literally X 
shaped,” said Waters. 

“We thought they were 
doing to have to ampu¬ 
tate.” 

So far, Odie’s veteri¬ 
nary bills have come to 
$1,800 for the surgery 
on his leg, removal of 
scar tissue and insertion 
of metal pins to ensure 
his left hind leg heals 
properly. Waters said 
she expects his medical 
bills to be at least an 
additional $300 for the 
removal of the pins and 
more X-rays. 

He’s also since been 
neutered, vaccinated 
and treated for an ear 
infection, bringing the 
total veterinary expens¬ 
es to $2,300 as of Friday, 
according to Waters. At 
this time, only $875 has 
been raised for Odie’s 
veterinary care, accord¬ 
ing to his Gofundme 
account. 

Despite the intense 
pain Odie was most 
likely experiencing, 
Waters said he’s never 
showed any aggression 
to anyone, including the 
veterinarian and those 
attending to his wounds. 

“He’s so affectionate 
and just loves people,” 
she said. 

Odie is healing nicely, 
but Waters said he still 
has a long road ahead of 
him. He currently hob¬ 
bles around on three 
feet, putting limited 
weight on his injured 
left hind leg. 

“It’s going to be long¬ 
term rehabilitation for 
this guy,” said Waters. 
“He’s been on crate rest 
mostly and short walks 
to encourage movement 
in his leg.” 

Donna Callahan, 
director of the Ander¬ 
son Humane Society, 
said she is very grateful 
to Waters for taking 
Odie to his numerous 
veterinary appoint¬ 
ments and helping him 
while he recovers. 

“We hope he makes a

the state’s Fish and Wildlife 
Department, which introduced 
elk into Eastern Kentucky years 
ago and began allowing them to 
be hunted about a decade ago. 

“I always wanted to hunt 
them, but it costs so much to go 
out west,” Hume said. “When 
Fish and Wildlife put them in, 

I thought it would be great to 
hunt elk right here in Kentucky.” 

Like many, though, Hume 
thought the prospect of actu¬ 
ally getting his name drawn was 
small. 

“I never thought I would,” he 
said. “I actually came to the opin¬ 
ion that I wouldn’t get drawn.” 

Hume never gave up, how¬ 
ever, and even took steps to pre¬ 
pare, just in case. 

“I actually bought a gun a few 
years ago just for that purpose,” 
he said, adding that he has also 
studied how to hunt elk for 
years. 

“I was hoping I’d get drawn 
and sure enough I did,” he said. “I 
was shocked when I got that let¬ 
ter, opened it and was delighted 
to find out I’d been drawn for a 
bull elk.” 

Hume made arrangements 
through a taxidermist in the 
Martin County area to serve 
as his guide and put together a 
team that included his son, Rob¬ 
bie, nephew Davie Hume and 
grandsons Nic Hume and Austin 
Taylor. 


The foursome arrived in Mar¬ 
tin County on Oct. 3 and began 
their hunt the following day. 

Hume said he saw 10 bull elk 
that first morning, including the 
7x7 he would eventually harvest. 

A mature elk, that bull wasn’t 
the herd (dominant) bull, how¬ 
ever, so Hume said he decided to 
be patient. 

“We decided we’d do a little 
more hunting before we took 
one and the next morning we 
saw the herd bull,” he said. “But 
he was about 300 yards away, 
and I just didn’t feel comfortable 
with that distance.” 

Hume said his team saw the 
heard bull several more times 
and set up in a location to see if 
he could get a clean shot. That 
didn’t happen, so he instead 
harvested the 7x7 at about 100 
yards. 

The experience of just being 
out there and observing the elk 
was one he said he will always 
treasure. 

“We saw and heard them 
bugling was just observed them 
for the longest time,” he said. 

“We got up close and personal 
with wild Kentucky elk and it 
was just awesome,” he said. “I 
hope to get drawn again.” 

Along with memories, Hume 
returned to Lawrenceburg with 
a mighty big pile of elk meat, 
which he took to Dudley Darnell 
for processing. 

“It’s wonderful meat. It’s just 
like eating beef,” he said.

“I said, ‘Yes, I do. I am 
their director.” 

Those errors were mini¬ 
mal as Anderson took first 
place in the Kentucky 
Music Educators Associa¬ 
tion Class AAAA regional 
band competition at Madi¬ 
son Southern High School. 
Anderson scored 88.55, one 
point better than Grant 
County. It is Anderson’s 
third consecutive regional 
championship. 


Anderson also took 
five of the six awards and 
received a “Distinguished” 
rating. 

The Marching Bearcats 
will get their chance to 
see if the hard work will 
bring the program’s first 
state championship Sat¬ 
urday, Nov. 1 when they 
compete in the KMEA state 
semi-finals, also at Madi¬ 
son Southern, at 2:30 p.m. 
Sixteen bands from schools 
similar in size to Anderson 
will be competing. 

If the Marching Bearcats 
are among the top four 
finishers, they move on the 
KMEA finals, to be held 
Saturday night at Eastern 
Kentucky University’s Roy 
Kidd Stadium. The Class 
AAAA finals are set to get 
underway at approximate¬ 


ly 9 p.m. 

Last year, Anderson 
finished as state Class 
AAAA runner-up, the pro¬ 
gram’s highest finish ever. 
Anderson had the highest 
score after the semi-finals, 
but Madisonville-North 
Hopkins jumped past the 
Marching Bearcats in the 
championship. 

It would not be surpris¬ 
ing if the same two schools 
battle for the title Saturday.

Charlie Cammack said 
the move will give 
Anderson County a leg 
up in recruiting jobs and 
industry. 

“Hopefully, this will 
entice people to come 
in and be a part of the 
community we all love,” 
said Cammack, a retired 
banker. 

George Leamon, the 
EDA’s executive director, 
was obviously thrilled 
that after years of try¬ 
ing, the agency now has 
its own park to market. 

“To say I’m excited 
is an understatement,” 
Leamon said by phone. 
“I’m just elated. We have 
a fantastic location in 
Anderson County and a 
fantastic opportunity to 
move forward.” 

What will be located 
in the park remains 
unknown as Leamon 
and EDA officials work 
to entice businesses to 
move or start an opera¬ 
tion here. 

Leamon said he hopes 
the move will be just the 
first of many. 

“Hopefully, moving 
forward we will have 
even more opportunities 
for business and indus¬ 
try,” he said. “Not only 
for them to come here, 
but to continue doing 
business in Anderson 
County.” 

The EDA purchased 
the land from CBS Real 
Estate, a company that 
formed just two months 
ago and includes Dis¬ 
trict Court Judge Betty 
Springate, her husband, 
local attorney Jerry 
Springate, EDA board 


member Larry Cann 
and a Sal visa man with 
nearby land. 

CBS Real Estate was 
formed Aug. 26, accord¬ 
ing to documents on the 
Kentucky Secretary of 
State’s website. Three 
days later, CBS Real 
Estate purchased 57 
acres from Anthony 
Marshall Jr. for $465,000, 
according to documents 
obtained by The Ander¬ 
son News. 

Two months later 
on Monday, the EDA 
entered into a contract 
with CBS Real Estate 
to purchase 47 acres 
of those 57 acres for 
$465,000. CBS Real 
Estate retained the 
other 10 acres, which are 
road frontage on US 127, 
but has agreed to allow 
an easement on the 
property for a service 
road. 

CBS Real Estate 
will finance the deal 
and receive $100,000 
up front. It will then 
receive interest pay¬ 
ments of $9,220 every 
six months with the 
final payment due in 
full Sept. 1,2019. 

Voting for the deal 
Monday were EDA 
board members Cam¬ 
mack, Thomas Smith, 
Gerald Howell, school 
Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell and Ron 
McEwen. Absent were 
Barry Drury and Ricky 
Hawkins. 

Mayor Edwinna 
Baker was present but 
serves as a non-voting 
member of the board, 
as does Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway, 
who was absent from 
the meeting. 

The deal was 
approved contingent on 


an appraisal that was 
approved by the board 
but not yet completed, 
along with an accept¬ 
able phase one environ¬ 
mental study. 

Leamon said the loca¬ 
tion is good because it is 
adjacent not only to US 
127, but also the Blue- 
grass Parkway. He said 
necessary utilities such 
as water, sewer and 
electricity, are already 
close by. 

Natural gas, however, 
isn’t. The nearest gas 
line is located on the 
north side of the Blue- 
grass Parkway on Bonds 
Mill Road at Four Roses 
Distillery. Property own¬ 
ers on the south side 
of the Parkway, along 
with EDA, have sought 
estimates for years to 
have gas piped to that 
area. It has largely 
proved to economically 
unfeasible due to the 
expense of having it 
piped beneath the Park¬ 
way and, depending on 
its route, beneath a rail 
line. 

The EDA, which is 
partially financed by 
local government, is 
using money it received 
about eight years ago 
when the former Indus¬ 
trial Foundation ceased 
operations and turned 
over approximately $1.4 
million. 

Comprised of local 
business owners, the 
Industrial Foundation 
was responsible for the 
creation of the indus¬ 
trial park in Lawrence¬ 
burg that now includes 
Copart and other busi¬ 
nesses.

Denny answers criticisms, discusses Gillis criticizes customer service,

Securing enough grant money to

or personality shown 
throughout the transaction,” 
she said. 

When she did visit the 
office to file for election, she 
said the customer service was 
fine. 

‘Through the process of 
filing and doing reports, those 
ladies were wonderful to me,” 
she said. 

Gillis said she would lead 
the way in improving that 
issue. 

“I’m going to lead by 
example,” she said. “I don’t 
know if this has just gone on 
for years, but I would make 
the expectations crystal clear, 
that we have a positive image 
throughout the community. I 
was raised to treat people like 
I want to be treated.” 

Gillis, who retired after 
28 years in state government 
with stints at the state’s 
Attorney General’s office, 
Cabinet for Family and 
Health Services and Depart¬ 
ment of Alcohol Beverage 


Control, said she also plans to 
restore what she called “faith 
in the election process.” 

Asked to explain what 
that means, Gillis said that a 
decision a couple of years ago 
to close several rural polling 
places due to non-compliance 
with the Americans With 
Disabilities Act caused some 
people in 
those areas 
not to vote. 

“So many 
people told 
me about 
being dis¬ 
heartened 
when the 
polling 
locations 
changed,” she 
said. “They 
felt like their polls were 
removed from them under 
the cloak of darkness. I under¬ 
stand the ADA rules need to 
be met, but the notification 
folks received was lacking 
and really hurt them.” 

Asked what she means in 
her campaign literature that 
she would be a “full-time” 
county clerk, Gillis said that 


refers to current office holder 
Jason Denny’s lawn care busi¬ 
ness. 

“There was a lot of concern 
expressed to me about the 
present office holder having 
a full-time business,” she said. 
“A lot of people have a huge 
concern about that.” 

Gillis said she could not 
site a specific example of 


when Denny operated or 
managed his business dur¬ 
ing his normal clerk office 
hours, but when asked said 
she agrees with other people’s 
concerns. 

“Yes, I do. I think it would 
be so hard to have a success¬ 
ful company as he has with¬ 
out getting calls during the 
day,” Gillis said. “I don’t know 


how you separate time in 
the office with the crises you 
have in a private business. 

“Do I know of an instance 
of this? I do not.” 

Gillis said other changes 
she would make include 
lowering or eliminating fees, 
including what she said are 
“excessive” fees for copies and 
a notary public charges. 

“Many fees 
are mandated 
by local ordi¬ 
nance but 
others are 
discretionary 
and a couple 
are way too 
high,” she 
said. 

“Fifty 
cents for a 
copy is extraordinarily high 
when the state of Kentucky 
only charges 10 cents a page. 
And to charge $2 for notary... 
I think any charge for notary 
is excessive. That’s a service 
the office should provide. 
Those are reasons I want to be 
the next clerk.” 

Gillis also said that she 
would advocate for extended 


office hours. 

“I’ve looked at numerous 
[county clerk] websites across 
the state and some are open 
on Saturdays,” she said. “I 
know it’s open until 6 [p.m.] 
on Mondays, but construction 
workers and folks who work 
in Louisville can’t be back by 
6 .” 

Gillis said the top reason 
she should be elected is her 
decades of experience in pub¬ 
lic service. 

“It may not have been in 
the county clerk’s office, but 
my knowledge of working 
with statutes and ordinances 
make me an excellent candi¬ 
date for the job,” she said. 

Gillis said she’s an under¬ 
dog in the race to unseat 
Denny, the incumbent. 

“That’s never stopped 
me from anything before,” 
she said. “I’ve tried to be 100 
percent positive, and never 
wanted to attack anyone 
personally. I’m not made that 
way.”

to be preserved for the 
life of the record. 

“Anyone can come in 
now and research their 
deed, mortgage, will and 
so on, on a computer in 
front of them,” he said. 
“They can print it out 
without going through 
the book.” 

Denny said digitiz¬ 
ing also allows people 
to search for records 
online. 

“People can view 
those records online 
and print them out at 
home,” he said. “There’s 
a fee for that and it goes 
to the software com¬ 
pany that maintains 
that website. Our office 
couldn’t afford to main¬ 
tain that website on our 
own.” 

Asked to rate his 
office’s customer ser¬ 
vice on a scale of 1 to 10, 
Denny said it’s a 9. 

“No matter what you 
do in public service, 
you’re never going to 
meet the expectations 


of every constituent,” he 
said. “You’re never going 
to reach the goal of 10. 

“We have worked to 
speed up transactions 
in the office, and I’m a 
stickler for courtesy and 
treating everyone fairly 
and consistently.” 

Denny acknowledged 
that in 2011, his office 
increased copy fees from 
25 to 50 cents, and began 
charging a $2 fee for 
notary services. He said 
once the county exceed¬ 
ed 20,000 in population, 
the state cut $60,000 in 
funding and left him no 
choice but to make up a 
sizeable hole in his oper¬ 
ating budget. 

To make up that 
loss, Denny said he did 
not fill one vacancy 
and now has one less 
employee than when he 
took office; cut about 
$30,000 in expenses; 
and now takes in about 
$20,000 annually in copy 
and notary fees. 

“We’re a fee-based 
office,” he said, adding 
that the only county 
funding his office 
receives comes from 


small percentages of the 
sales taxes on vehicles, 
property taxes on 
vehicles and delinquent 
property tax sales. 

“We are the only 
office that has to be 
totally self-sufficient,” 
he said. “All of our pay¬ 


were moved into school 
buildings over ADA 
issues and his office 
received only one com¬ 
plaint. 

But when the deci¬ 
sion was made to 
relocate several in the 
county’s western end,

roll, retirement funds 
... everything. We do get 
money from the fiscal 
court to record its min¬ 
utes, but that’s based on 
a state statute.” 

Denny also discussed

that drew the ire of a 
number of people who 
later packed a Board of 
Elections meeting that 
had to be moved from 
his office into the Dis¬ 
trict Court room. 

Two of those locations 
were located on county 
property and were able 
to be brought into ADA 
compliance. The third 
was located on pri¬ 


vate property but was 
reopened after repairs 
were made. 

Denny stressed that 
the decisions were made 
based on federal law 
and that the election 
board had no alterna¬ 
tive. 

“We have to follow 
the law,” he said. “But 
after working alongside 
the fiscal court, we were 
able to keep those three 
remote locations open.” 

Asked if he would do 
anything differently 
about that issue were 
it to come up today, he 
said no. 

“We didn’t have any 
choice. There are things 
in this office that I don’t 
necessarily agree with 
that I’ve tried to get 
changed, but as long as 
those laws are on the 
books, I have to follow 
them.” 

Denny rejected criti¬ 
cism that the business 
he owns interferes with 
his job as clerk. 


“I have employees I 
trust and my wife han¬ 
dles the business on a 
daily basis,” Denny said. 

“The voicemail on 
my cell phone is for the 
business and the clerk’s 
office. I don’t have a 
county cell phone to 
save taxpayer dollars. 

“When people leave 
messages for me about 
my business, I answer 
them after work or 
during my lunch hour, 
because I do get a lunch 
hour. 

“My business and 
my clerk’s office are 
totally separate, and I 
do not operate my busi¬ 
ness out of this office. I 
don’t even keep business 
cards in this office, and 
I have never taken a 
day off work to operate 
my business during the 
six years I’ve been in 
office.”

Conway, Gritton vie for judge-executive 


Conway campaigns on tight budget 
controls, repairing, paving county roads

John Wayne Conway 
(D) is seeking re-elec¬ 
tion for judge-executive 
based on what he says 
is four years of success 
that includes paving 
county roads, sharp 
budgeting and expense 
control, and signifi¬ 
cant upgrades to the 
county’s infrastructure 
and equipment without 
acquiring significant 
debt. 

“With all of us work¬ 
ing together we have 
moved this county 
forward,” Conway said. 
“When I’m re-elected, 
I’m not going to let up. 

“We’ve done so many 
things that have needed 
to be done for a number 
of years,” Conway said. 
“And we’ve basically 
done it without raising 
taxes.” 

Nor, Conway said, 
has the fiscal court 
depleted its cash 
reserves along the way. 

Conway said the 
fiscal court had $2.27 
million in restricted 
and unrestricted funds 
when he took office 
in 2011. He said despite 
a laundry list of pur¬ 
chases and repairs, that 
amount has decreased 
by only $100,000. 

In making his case 
for re-election, Conway 
ticked off a litany of 
improvements under 
his administration, 
starting with the road 
department and county 
roads. 

Conway said the fis¬ 
cal court has purchased 
two new dump trucks, 
a new cinder bed and 
plows, a backhoe, an 
asphalt patcher, a trac¬ 
tor to mow roadsides 
and cut back brush, 
a new salt bin, a new 
four-wheel drive truck 
and a steam genera¬ 
tor to stop erosion on 
highway equipment to 
make it last longer.

“All of that is paid 
for,” he said. “We didn’t 
finance a dime of it.” 

As for roads, Conway 
said his administration 
has hit a home run in 
terms of getting them 
resurfaced. 

“As of right now, 

I’ve obtained $1,558,000 
from the Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet with the 
approval of Governor 
Beshear and (DOT) Sec¬ 
retary Mike Hancock,” 
Conway said. 

“Combined with 
local money, we’ve 
spent $1.9 million in 
resurfacing roads in the 
last three years. We’ve 
done just a little over 
32 miles, which is more 
than the previous 20 
years combined.” 

Conway also dis¬ 
cussed public safety. 
During his first year in 
office, he helped revi¬ 
talize the largely dor¬ 
mant 911 Committee, 
which includes city and 
county first responders 
and officials. 

“We obtained over 
$500,000 in grants for 
tornado sirens, radios 
for all of our first 
responders, generators 
for [radio] repeater sites.

Conway also ticked 
off infrastructure 
upgrades and improve¬ 
ments, including the 
purchase of a new sher¬ 
iff’s office and clerk’s 
office, both of which 
were financed but 
expense neutral. 

Conway said he 
negotiated the price for 
the sheriff’s office (the 
former health depart¬ 
ment building) from an 
asking price of $300,000 
to $260,000 despite 
the building being 
appraised at $440,000. 

“We automatically 
gained $100,000 in equi¬ 
ty right there,” Conway 
said. 

Conway added that 
fees collected by the 
sheriff’s office are used 
to pay the mortgage on 
that building. 

Conway said the pur¬ 
chase of the old Town 
&: Country Bank on 
Main Street for a new 
county clerk’s office 
happened largely the 
same way, and will also 
be expense neutral. 

“The Administrative 
Office of the Courts is 
expected to take over 
92 percent of the court¬ 
house maintenance,” 
Conway said. “With 
what we save on main¬ 
tenance, cleaning and 
utilities, it will more 
than offset the pay¬ 
ment on the building,” 
he said.

Gritton campaigns on business 
experience, college education

Orbrey Gritton (R) says his decades 
of financial and business experience 
coupled with his college education 
make him the best candidate to be 
elected Anderson County Judge- 
Executive. 

“My education at Transylvania is a 
big plus,” Gritton said when asked to 
explain why he is the best candidate 
in the race. “It’s a quality education 
from a high-ranking school. 

“I have 23 years of business man¬ 
agement experience, 17 of those years 
in the financial industry with lend¬ 
ing authority and 10 of those years in 
banking directly. 

“In those years, I have had as 
many as 35 states reporting under my 
jurisdiction; each state had three to 
five area managers, and each of the 
are managers reported to me.

“While in the banking industry, 
we had goals to grow each and every 
year,” he said.

ambulance service that, in 
the long run, will save tax¬ 
payer dollars. 

“We set up purchasing 
ambulances on a three-year 
rotation,” he said. “We’ve 
bought two new ambulances 
and in the process of buying 
a third. 

“Fifty percent of that 
money is being saved on 
maintenance costs alone, and 
we have added three full 
time crews for each shift, 
which keeps the crews from 
getting worn out and saves on 
overtime.” 


Conway said money isn’t 
the only concern with Emer¬ 
gency Management Services. 

“We want to make sure 
those folks can get to people 
who are in need,” he said. “We 
bought and paid for three 
four-wheel drive support 
vehicles so they can get to 
someone on icy roads or back 
in a field somewhere where 
ambulances can’t go. 

“We can get to people now 
and have supplies on board to 
immediately begin helping a 
patient.” 

Other purchases include 
new stretchers, updated stair 
chairs to get patients down a 
flight of stairs and a state-of- 
the-art CPR device that gives 


instant readings to free up 
paramedics to perform other 
live-saving procedures if need 
be. 

“Other than the two ambu¬ 
lances, all of that is paid 
for,” he said, “and one of the 
ambulances will be paid for 
this month.” 

“All of this can be proven 
if anyone wants to come in 
and look it up.” 

As for personnel, Conway 
said he’s the first judge- 
executive to mandate sexual 
harassment classes and pre¬ 
employment drug screenings 
for all employees. 

Conway, who campaigned 
on building a pool four years 
ago, said that it hasn’t hap¬ 


pened is not for a lack of 
effort. 

“I went and begged for 
a grant to help us provide 
a swimming pool but have 
been unable to obtain that,” 
he said. “I’m still working on 
it. 

“We could build it, but it 
would eat up our surplus in a 
few years and I will not raise 
taxes to build a swimming 
pool. I just won’t do it.” 

Conway said that a larger 
tax base would help with that 
project, adding that Anderson 
County could be on the brink 
of big economic development 
news. 

“I simply can’t announced 
that at this point,” he said, 


“but it’s going to be great for 
Lawrenceburg and Anderson 
County.” 

He said the staff in his 
office is doing a “tremendous” 
job and that his experience 
and performance make him 
the clear choice Nov. 4. 

“Over my 24 years (includ¬ 
ing 20 as a magistrate) I have 
proven that I work for the 
entire county,” he said. “I have 
an open door policy and I lis¬ 
ten to people. They may not 
get the help they want but 
there’s no smoke; it’s clear and 
they know if I can help them 
or I can’t.”

enjoy being a bedroom com¬ 
munity. We’ve had some 
people in those [economic 
development] positions for 
quite some time and it kind of 
has a snowball effect. 

“If one industry finds out 
that others have approached 
Anderson County and it 
wasn’t real favorable, then 
it spreads and people don’t 
look at Anderson County for 
growth.” 

If elected, Gritton said he 
will use his position to change 
that. 

“Absolutely and unequivo¬ 
cally,” he said, adding that 
he wouldn’t be able to do it 
alone. 

“That would involve a 
group effort. That is the 
entire EDA (Economic Devel¬ 
opment Authority), everyone 


in the office, citizens of the 
community... everyone has 
be to involved in promoting 
Anderson County.” 

Gritton said he strongly 
supports the development 
of an industrial park, saying 
he ideally envisions it being 
along the Bluegrass Parkway. 

Gritton said another key is 
to have city and county gov¬ 
ernment working in concert, 
a factor he said will not be 
easy, given the divisions that 
have existed between those 
two bodies for years. 

“That’s not something 
we’ve seen a lot of in our com¬ 
munity, and I think it would 
be an opportunity for us,” he 
said. 

Gritton denied any rumors 
that, if he’s elected, changes 
are planned for key county 
personnel. 

“Absolutely not,” he said. 
“People in those positions 
right now are doing a fine 
job.” 


Asked to rate various coun¬ 
ty departments on a scale 
of 1 to 10, Gritton gave the 
road department, solid waste, 
finance officer and treasurer 
8s, and parks and recreation 
between a 7 and 8. 

“I’ve heard several com¬ 
ments in the community and 
I know there’s some concerns 
about where the little boys 
are playing football,” he said. 
“There’s some concern that 
some of the softball fields 
aren’t in the greatest shape 
and not having enough peo¬ 
ple working there.” 

Gritton said the park has 
plenty of room for a football 
field and questioned why one 
built a couple of years ago 
isn’t being used. 

“I’m not sure it’s in a posi¬ 
tion to be finished or if it 
would have to be started 
from scratch,” he said, adding 
that not having a field has 
some children traveling to 
Frankfort to play. 


“If we could have a nice 
enough field, both our youth 
and middle school teams 
could play on it,” he said, add¬ 
ing that he would “absolute¬ 
ly” like to partner with the 
school district to build one. 

“I would think it would be 
a good joint venture,” he said. 

Gritton said he’d also like 
to see a swimming pool built 
in the park, but building a 
long hoped-for aquatic center 
“would be a dream” but is a 
huge expense. 

“I’d like to see if we could 
have a pool,” he said, adding 
that he would look for fund¬ 
raisers and sponsors to build 
one or grow the county’s 
“revenue bucket” to fund con¬ 
struction. 

As for roads, Gritton said 
“there’s always room for 
improvement,” including in 
the areas of snow removal. 

“I’d like to see more trucks 
on the roads, pushing snow,” 
he said, “and in certain situa¬ 


tions we might need to look at 
using salt.” 

Salt is currently used 
sparingly on county roads, 
primarily in subdivisions to 
remove ice. Gritton said he 
would consider using it on 
locations that don’t get much 
direct sunlight to help melt 
ice more quickly than cinders. 

“It can’t be used every¬ 
where; it’s too expensive. But 
we need to make sure people 
are safe and our number one 
priority is getting children 
safely to school and adults 
safely to work.” 

Gritton said the most 
enjoyable part of being judge- 
executive would be working 
with the people of Anderson 
County. 

“I have a passion for 
Anderson County and the 
people who live here,” he said.

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Tipton, Stevens vie for new state representative seat

Kent Stevens (D) and James 
Tipton (R) will square off 
Tuesday to see who will be 
the state representative in the 
newly created 53rd District 
seat. 

Both responded to a 
round of questions regard¬ 
ing increasing the minimum 
wage, rising electricity costs 
due to EPA regulations on coal 
mining and unfunded state 
mandates, including those 
that affect school districts. 

Their biggest disagree¬ 
ment surfaced regarding the 
minimum wage, with Stevens 
calling for it to be raised and 
Tipton saying the opposite. 

“I don’t think there’s a 
person out there who doesn’t 
want to see the standard of 
living improve,” said Tipton, 
a native of Spencer County 
who said a report issued last 
year by the state’s Legislative 
Research Commission said 


raising it would cost Ken¬ 
tucky 15,000 jobs. 

“Everyone 
has heard about 
the loss of 7,000 
jobs in Eastern 
Kentucky in 
coal,” he said, 
adding that 
another study 
produced by the 
Congressional 
Budget Committee estimated 
that such an increase would 
kill 500,000 nationwide. 

“I believe a better way 
would be to grow our econo¬ 
my in Kentucky. By creating 
jobs and providing competi¬ 
tion, it would provide people 
the opportunity to better 
themselves by having good, 
high-paying jobs.” 

“I don’t have a problem 
with raising the minimum 
wage,” said Stevens, a native 
of Anderson County. “Some 
are single mothers trying to 
raise a family, and I don’t see 
how you can live a very good 


life making minimum wage.” 

Stevens points to statistics 
that show an 
increase would 
lead to more 
spending, 
pumping more 
money into 
local econo¬ 
mies. 

“They’re 
going to 
turn around and spend that 
money at local restaurants, at 
Walmart, and that somewhat 
stimulates the economy.” 

On unfunded state man¬ 
dates, both said state govern¬ 
ment should not issues them 
without providing schools and 
communities the funding to 
implement them. 

During the past year, 
school districts across the state 
and in Anderson County cited 
mandated 1.5 percent pay 
increases from the state as 
part of the reason they raised 
local property tax rates. 

“There should be a way to 


provide for it before you man¬ 
date it,” said Stevens, a retired 
educator. “I think we need to 
take a look at it and review it. 
If you’re going to mandate it, 
make sure what’s being man¬ 
dated needs to be done and, if 
it needs to be done, it needs to 
be funded.” 

“I think it’s a problem,” 
said Tipton, adding that the 
state did increase funding for 
school districts as part of the 
mandate. 

“I think it’s a problem,” 
he said when referring to 
unfunded mandates. He also 
said he felts schools should 
have more flexibility to 
“invest money” for opportuni¬ 
ties to improve education for 
students such as technology 
to make them more college 
and career ready. 

Another area of disagree¬ 
ment came when Tipton and 
Stevens were asked about 
legalized gaming, which has 
been debate for years. 

Stevens said he would sup¬ 


port having the issue appear 
on the ballot as a statewide 
referendum and would vote 
yes on the measure. 

Tipton said he opposes 
gaming and would vote no. 

Both also addressed the 
coal industry, saying recent 
EPA regulations have cost 
thousands of jobs in Eastern 
Kentucky and acknowledged 
the impact those regulations 
have had here on electric 
costs. 

Stevens said he would work 
to assist those who have lost 
their jobs, but said those regu¬ 
lations are federal and must 
be followed. 

Tipton said the industry 
is in a “crisis situation” due 
to those regulations. He said 
while some regulations are 
necessary, they sometimes 
are extreme and a better bal¬ 
ance between protecting the 
environment and protecting 
people’s jobs must be found.

ably the last person they 
want to see in there and I 
don’t blame them for work¬ 
ing against me. 

“I’m running against their 
actions and I don’t like them. 

I don’t like what they’ve done 
to our town.” 

Statements like that aside, 
what Ritchey said during the 
interview and reiterated at a 
candidate forum last Thurs¬ 
day night has his supporters 
and detractors buzzing the 
most — that if he’s elected, 
the chief of police will be 
replaced. 

“There will be new lead¬ 
ership in the police depart¬ 
ment,” Ritchey told a crowd 
of several hundred people 
during the forum, held at 
Anderson County Middle 
School that included the cur¬ 
rent chief and a contingent of 
his officers. 

“There, I said it. You came 
to hear me say it and I said it,” 
Ritchey said. 

During his interview, 
he said the chief would be 
replaced with B.J. Crane, 
former chief deputy of the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office who retired several 
years ago and now works for 


that office as a bailiff. 

Crane acknowledged that 
Ritchey has approached him 
with the job, saying it is some¬ 
thing he would consider. 

Ritchey made it clear that 
his planned house cleaning 
would include key city staff. 

“We have too many salaries 
above $60,000 a year, plus the 
benefits,” he said. “You have 
a clerk making over $70,000 
a year. You have a treasurer 
making over $70,000 a year. 
You have public works direc¬ 
tor making over $70,000 
a year and the city main¬ 
tenance [person] making 
$60,000 a year.” 

The Anderson News, 
through an open records 
request, confirmed those sala¬ 
ries. 

Ritchey said he would turn 
those four positions into two, 
which he said would save 
around $180,000 when ben¬ 
efits are included. He added 
that he will not take a salary 
as mayor and only accept 
what council members are 
paid for expenses. 

“I’m not running for the 
money; I don’t need the 
money,” he said. 

Those savings, he said, 
would translate into better 
pay for police officers, allow¬ 
ing them to make working for 
the department a career rath¬ 


er than having them work 
for a short time and transfer 
to other police departments, 
including the sheriff’s office. 

The department has 
indeed lost numerous officers 
to the sheriff’s department, 
where many still serve. In the 
past two years, the depart¬ 
ment has only lost one officer 
who joined the Kentucky 
State Police, according to 
information obtained via an 
open records request. 

“They haven’t had the 
respect they deserve,” he 
said. “As mayor, I want to 
increase police salaries, rank 
and file, to the point where 
they can stay for their entire 
career. Then it will become 
the respected department it 
deserves to be.” 

Asked if he would contin¬ 
ue to allow the city attorney 
to operate his private practice 
out of city hall, Ritchey said 
no. 

“Absolutely not, and I 
anticipate a change in that 
position,” he said. “I think it 
should be a local attorney. I 
don’t think that person needs 
an office in city hall and 
don’t believe [the position] is 
worth $62,000 a year. I’m look¬ 
ing to save money.” 

Ritchey said other city 
workers would thrive under 
his leadership. 


“If I’m elected, city employ¬ 
ees will have the best four 
years they’ve ever had,” he 
said. “I’m not going to propose 
any cuts, but to get a raise 
you may have to do more 
work. 

“We’ve got to give people in 
this town some tax relief. You 
pay city taxes but if you use 
any services other than fire, 
you get a bill on top of that.” 

As for the city’s efforts in 
tourism, Ritchey said during 
last week’s forum he gives it 
an F. 

“They have failed,” he said, 
adding that his for tourism 
would be to first mend fences 
with county government to 
try to get it to allow the city 
to join its tourism authority. 

“I will work with them,” he 
said, “and if I have to make 
concessions to start, that’s 
what I’m going to do.” 

Ritchey vowed to oppose 
any new taxes or fees and said 
his goal is to lower them. 

“We’re reaching a point 
where people won’t be able to 
pay their taxes,” he said. “We 
have a crisis in the nation and 
local community. Taxes are 
too high.” 

Ritchey also vowed to revi¬ 
talize Main Street by actively 
recruiting a variety of busi¬ 
ness, including Amish stores 
and shops. 


“The town is dying,” he 
said. “When I retired 11 years 
ago, Main Street was thriving. 
Now [government] has taxed 
and priced us out of existence. 
You have the clerk’s office 
take part of your money and 
the courthouse takes the rest. 

“That’s on her [the current 
mayor] watch. The current 
administration put our town 
in the shape it is now. 

Ritchey said he would also 
seek ways to roll business 
license fees by finding sav¬ 
ings elsewhere. 

“We have the most 
unfriendly business town I 
know of,” he said. “Excessive 
license fees, regulations and 
taxes... we have all three.” 

Ritchey vowed he would 
be very visible as mayor and 
attend fiscal court and school 
board meetings, along with 
special taxing district meet¬ 
ings such as health, library, 
Extension. 

“You’ll see me on the 
streets and at board meet¬ 
ings,” he said. “I feel like the 
mayor is the spokesperson 
and advocate for the people. 
They’re electing a mayor, not 
a city clerk or public works 
director, a mayor.”

which he called a reflection 
of the work done by the Law- 
renceburg Police Department. 

“We have a pretty solid 
police department,” he said. 
“The issue with policing 
in a small town very often 
revolves around personalities. 
I intend to evaluate the police 
department just as all of the 
other departments during the 
budgetary process.” 

During a recent interview, 
Goodlett said there would be 
“no immediate changes” to 
key personnel. 

“I’m not big on going 
in and changing just to be 
changing,” he said. 

One of Goodlett’s oppo¬ 
nents, James Ritchie, has said 
that along with replacing the 
city attorney, he intends to 


replace its police chief. 

During a candidate forum 
at Anderson County Middle 
School last Thursday, Good¬ 
lett said the chief will remain 
in charge if he’s elected. 

Goodlett said that on a 
scale of 1 to 10, he rates the 
overall assessment of the 
way Lawrenceburg City 
Hall is operating at an 8. He 
said there are two important 
actions he would take if 
elected. 

“One is learning to work 
with a new city council,” he 
said. “Two is to prepare a bud¬ 
get that has to be presented 
before the first of July. 

“I intend to use the bud¬ 
get development process to 
evaluate staff and programs, 
department by department.” 

Goodlett, who chairs the 
city’s finance committee, said 
he stands by the decision to 
increase the property tax rate 
each of the past four years. 


“I do,” he said. “I voted for 
[the increases] so I must think 
they were needed.” 

Goodlett explained that 
one of the factors in the 
increasing rate is that the 
overall property value in the 
city has decreased. He said 
without setting a tax rate to 
compensate for that loss it 
would be permanent. 

“If you don’t take it, it’s lost 
forever,” he said. “Eventually 
the city will go backward 
instead of forward.” 

Goodlett said he wasn’t on 
city council when a vote was 
made to tie salary increases 
to the consumer price index, 
which measures inflation. 
That ordinance allows pay 
increases to occur, includ¬ 
ing for the city council and 
mayor, without a specific vote 
taking place. Instead, those 
increases are automatically 
figured into the city’s annual 
budget which is voted on by 


the city council. 

During his interview, Good¬ 
lett said he would evaluate 
that ordinance “early on” if 
elected.” During the forum, 
Goodlett defended it, saying 
that it helps ensure equal 
raises for employees and 
“takes the politics” out of pay 
increases. 

Goodlett also addressed 
tourism and building a better 
relationship with county gov¬ 
ernment. 

He said businesses in Law¬ 
renceburg need to find a way 
to attract tourists who stop 
at the distilleries and that 
he would like to see county 
government allow city gov¬ 
ernment to participate in its 
tourism agency. 

“I was disappointed when 
the new tourism chairper¬ 
son said they were moving 
forward with or without the 
city,” he said. “With a new city 
administration, I’m hopeful 


we can all work together.” 

Doing that, he said, will 
require the mayor and judge- 
executive to work together, 
he said. 

“I will make myself avail¬ 
able to whoever the next 
judge-executive is,” he said. 
“We’re simply not big enough 
to operate separately. If it 
doesn’t work, it won’t be 
because I haven’t tried.” 

Establishing a tax on res¬ 
taurants to fund tourism or 
creating a payroll tax are not 
ideas Goodlett said he would 
support “at this point.” 

“I’m not the least bit inter¬ 
ested in either,” he said. “If 
circumstances got to the point 
to dictate something of that 
nature, I will not hesitate to 
do what’s best.”

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accessible enough to resi¬ 
dents. 

“The mayor shouldn’t just 
be seen in the Christmas 
parade,” he said. “The mayor 
needs to be out communicat¬ 
ing with the public because 
the money spent by the city 
of Lawrenceburg comes from 
the people here in Lawrence¬ 
burg.” 

Hicks said people tell him 
when they try to call the 
mayor she often isn’t avail¬ 
able. 

“If you go into a restaurant 
and get bad service, you don’t 
want to talk to the second in 
charge, you want to talk to 
the one running the restau¬ 
rant,” he said. “If you’re the 
mayor, there should be a line 
to your phone 24-7.” 

Hicks graded the police 
department as a 9, but wants 


officers to be more visible. 

“My biggest issue is getting 
them back into the communi¬ 
ty,” he said. “I don’t feel there’s 
enough patrolling going on. 

I want citizens who are out 
sitting on their porches to see 
a cruiser go by every hour or 
two.” 

City hall ranks 7 or 8, he 
said. 

“I’m not going to point 
fingers or make accusations 
without being able to back 
them up,” he said. “Whoever 
gets to be mayor needs to 
evaluate everyone. I want to 
see a better city of Lawrence¬ 
burg and better employees. 

I want to make them aware 
that the citizens and taxpay¬ 
ers make their paychecks.” 

Hicks said he doesn’t think 
it was necessary for the city 
council to increase the prop¬ 
erty tax rate each of the past 
four years. He said the focus 
instead should be to increase 
revenue by attracting more 


businesses. 

“Anyone can site there 
and raise taxes,” he said. “If 
we had good leadership, they 
would pick up the phone and 
call the CEO of a place like 
O’Charley’s and ask what 
Lawrenceburg needs to do to 
get them in here.” 

Hicks, a mechanic at AJ 
Tires, says one way to keep 
expenses down would be to 
make employees who drive 
city-owned vehicles respon¬ 
sible for making sure they 
are serviced regularly. If not, 
Hicks said that employee 
should have to take care of it. 

“We need to keep the 
vehicles serviced,” he said. 
“I’ve seen trucks come in with 
banged up bends and fenders 
and they’ll run the brakes 
until we have to replace the 
rotors. 

“I’m going to cut that 
expense in half.” 

Hicks said the city ordi¬ 
nance that ties pay increases 


for employees, city council 
and the mayor to automatic 
increases based on the con¬ 
sumer price index needs to be 
tweaked. 

“For the people not retired 
and who work every day, 
sure,” he said. “They have 
families to take care of. 

“But for the mayor and 
city council, their pay 
shouldn’t go up. They only 
meet once a month and I 
can’t see them getting more 
money every year to make 
decisions to spend other peo¬ 
ple’s tax money.” 

Hicks said he wants to see 
the city council and fiscal 
court “work together as a 
team,” including on tourism. 

“We need to unite and do 
what we can in the best inter¬ 
est of the citizens,” he said. 

“I think getting together on 
tourism would be very impor¬ 
tant.” 

Hicks said he would not 
support a restaurant tax, 


though, which has been con¬ 
sidered in the past as a means 
of funding tourism. 

“If you do that you’ll run 
the ones off that are already 
here,” he said. 

Hicks he also wants to 
work to revitalized Main 
Street by having the city 
work more closely with busi¬ 
nesses. 

He said sidewalks are a 
concern. 

“They may be the business’ 
responsibility, but if you want 
to bring business back, what 
would it hurt to have the city 
pay to have them redone?” he 
said. “What would it hurt to 
have the mayor pick up the 
phone and say to a building 
owner if you lower the rent, 
we’ll work something out on 
taxes? 

“If we work together, we 
can do it.”

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Myles, Hellard compete for Family Court Judge 


Myles seeks second term on bench 


Attorney looks to upend incumbent

Circuit Judge John David Myles is 
seeking a second term in the Family 
Court Division in the 53rd Judicial 
Circuit representing Anderson, Shel¬ 
by and Spencer counties. 

Myles was elected in November 
2008 as the circuit’s first family 
court judge. He is being challenged 
by attorney Marie Hellard. 

Myles said he has closed more 
than 7,100 cases filed in the circuit 
since taking the bench on Jan. 1,2007 
and has championed programs to 
combat the continuing problem of 
truancy in schools, supported legisla¬ 
tion to raise the dropout age in Ken¬ 
tucky and added another layer of 
protection for kids in crisis by bring¬ 
ing Court Appointed Special Advo¬ 
cates (CASA) into his courtroom. 

“I am honored and humbled to 
have the opportunity to aid families, 
often in their darkest hours,” Myles 
said. “As your family court judge, I 
will continue to work diligently to 
ensure fairness and equality in my 
courtroom and to protect children 
who cannot protect themselves.” 

Through the Administrative 
Office of the Court’s Truancy Diver¬ 
sion Program, Myles goes into middle 
and high schools across Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer counties to 
speak directly to students in danger 
of dropping out. 

“Many of the situations I see in 
court everyday could be alleviated 
if individuals had sufficient educa¬ 
tion,” Myles said. “Education can 
mean the difference between a life 
of hardship and a bright future. I am

proud of the work I’ve done to com¬ 
bat this problem in our three-county 
circuit, and I continue to be moved 
by the success stories I’ve seen.” 

After legislation in 2009 failed to 
raise the dropout rate, Myles, with 
the support of more than a dozen of 
his colleagues, wrote to Kentucky 
Gov. Steve Beshear, urging him to 
offer his full support for such legis¬ 
lation in the next session. 

This year the General Assembly 
passed legislation to raise the drop¬ 
out rate to 18 in all Kentucky schools 
by 2017. 

Myles said that immediately after 
taking office he led efforts to bring 
CASA to the 53rd Judicial Circuit. 

“CASA volunteers serve as an 
extra set of eyes and ears for a judge,” 
he said. 

He said that since its implementa¬ 
tion in 2008, CASA has helped scores 
of children involved in dependency, 
neglect and abuse cases in Anderson, 
Shelby and Spencer counties. 

Before his election, Myles served 
as the Domestic Relations Commis¬ 
sioner, hearing domestic relations 
cases in the circuit from 2000 to 
2004. He also served as counsel for 
Shelby County Public Schools, the 
City of Lawrenceburg and the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Commission.

have experience as a sitting judge. I 
believe that this foundation gives me

“I understand first-hand that fam¬ 
ily court is a place of great emotional 
strife,” she said.

Question: Why do you 
think you’re among the top 
six candidates to serve on the 
City Council? 

Answer: I feel that I am 
among the top six candidates 
for city council because of 
my broad job experience. I 
have litigated cases on behalf 
of private clients, the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky 
and several of its agencies 
before all levels of the Ken¬ 
tucky Court System and also 
before all levels of the U.S. 
Court System including the 
U.S. Supreme Court. I acted 
as a mediator for the Court 
of Appeals for 11 years. I also 
conducted hearings before all 
of the administrative agen¬ 
cies I represented.

There 
should be adequate notice 
and there would, of course, 
have to be rules. Otherwise, 
there would be chaos.

A: KRS 83A.075 states as 
follows: “The legislative body 
of a city shall set the compen¬ 
sation of the officer at a rate 
no greater than that stipu¬ 
lated by the Department for 
Local Government.” 

City Ordinance Section 
30.30 provides as follows: 

“(A) effective July 1 annu¬ 
ally, the compensation of 
elected officials shall be 
increased by the amount 
the Consumer Price Index 
increased during the previous 
calendar year as determined 
by the Governor’s Office 
for Local Development. (B) 
Except as provided in (A) the 
council shall by ordinance fix 
the compensation of every 
elected city officer not later 
than the first Monday in 
May in the year in which the 
officer is elected. An elected 
officer’ compensation shall 
not be changed after his or 
her election during his or 
her term of office. (C) The 
compensation for members 
of the City Council is hereby 
fixed at $300 per month for 
an annual compensation of 
$3,600.” 

The law provides that 
the city council may indeed 
vote increase its annual pay. 
However, under the above 
quoted ordinance, it would 
not be applicable to the office 
holder until after the next 
election. It may indeed be 
applicable to another person. 


In the alternative, the com¬ 
pensation rate automatically 
kicks in and grants the com¬ 
pensating rate. Finally, the 
city council may also reduce 
the compensation. 

Q What is the main reason 
city and county government 
struggle to “get along?” 

A: I am not certain that 
they struggle to “get along.” I 
do agree that there is a lack of 
communication, which could 
be mistaken for an inability 
to “get along.” I do believe 
that the city and county have 
different priorities. I submit 
that it would beneficial for 
the executive officers of the 
city and county to schedule 
regular meetings to discuss 
the issues, which are trou¬ 
bling to both. I do not feel it 
should end there. I further 
suggest the city and county 
to sit down on a regular basis 
and discuss problems as well. 

Q Because the fiscal court 
has refused to allow the city 
to join its tourism authority, 
do you think the city should 
form its own? If so, how 
should it be financed? 

A: I do not think it is neces¬ 
sary for the city to a separate 
tourism authority. The city is 
part of the county. In fact, the 
city’s population probably 
exceeds half of the total pop¬ 
ulation of the county. I do not 
know the names or addresses 
of the members of the tour¬ 
ism authority. I do hope that 
the city is represented there¬ 
on. If not, it strikes me that 
there could be a “taxation 
without representation” issue. 
Nevertheless, I do submit 
that the city should consider 
hiring a tourism/public rela¬ 
tions professional to attract 
more visitors and potential 
residents to Lawrenceburg 
and the county. Perhaps the 
County Tourism Authority 
would be willing to help out 
some with a salary. 

Q What solutions do 
you offer to promote and 
improve the business com¬ 
munity of Main Street and 
Lawrenceburg as a whole? 

A: I was reared in Law¬ 
renceburg. When I was a 
child this town was filled 
with businesses. Perhaps the 
first distillery in Kentucky 
was established by Joe Pey¬ 
ton in 1818 on Gilbert’s Creek 
Road. That business was 
successful and many other 
distilleries were established 
near Lawrenceburg. Prohibi¬ 
tion dealt Lawrenceburg a 
significant blow but it recov¬ 
ered. I can remember that 
Main Street was lined with 
businesses in every build¬ 
ing. There were professional 
offices in the upper floors. 
There were at least five car 
dealerships in town. There 
were two banks, which were 


locally owned. There were 
four of more churches in the 
city and a theater. 

I believe that we can 
revive Lawrenceburg. It will 
take some hard work. Two of 
the most famous distilleries 
in the world are only 4 miles 
from town and in opposite 
directions. Hundreds of 
people visit those distilleries. 
To go from one to the other it 
is necessary to drive through 
Lawrenceburg. It would be 
wise for our city to persuade 
the visitors to drive through 
South Main Street on their 
way from one distiller y to 
the other and see “houses that 
bourbon built.” I do think 
the city needs a tourism/ 
public relations professional 
who could turn our entire 
downtown area into a tourist 
haven. 

Q Would you consider 
exploring the opportunity for 
the city and county govern¬ 
ments to merge? Why or why 
not? 

A: I would indeed consider 
exploring an opportunity 
for the city and county gov¬ 
ernments to merge. Walter 
Patrick explored this proposal 
several years ago. I attended 
all of the meetings concern¬ 
ing the merger proposal. In 
fact, I was a supporter of the 
measure. I would be in favor 
of making a second attempt. 
As I mentioned earlier, the 
populations of the city is 
probably more than half of 
the total population of the 
county. Both governments are 
charged with providing for 
the health, safety education 
and welfare of the separate 
populations. There could be 
a merger when the services 
of the city and county are 
duplicitous. However, the city 
does have some issues that 
are different from the county 
and visa versa. Therefore, 
not all departments could be 
merged.

A: Try to removed personal 
agenda and get back to the 
reason why the council was 
elected. 

Q Do you think the city 
council should have to vote 
to increase its pay instead of 
the current method of hav¬ 
ing it fluctuate based on the 
consumer price index? Why 
or why not? 

A: Money shouldn’t be the 
issue, I am not saying they 
shouldn’t be paid, but I am 
saying when money becomes 
the issue, and we lose many 
times the service to the 
people. 

Q Because the fiscal court 
has refused to allow the city 
to join its tourism authority, 
do you think the city should 
form its own?

A: First thing is to look into 
why fiscal court won’t allow 
the city to join the tourism 
authority, if we can’t work 
something out, form one of 
their own.

I feel the 
application of an automatic 
increase based on the con¬ 
sumer price index not only 
assures a reasonable standard 
for increases, but also protects 
citizens from arbitrary hikes 
and takes the politics out of 
the pay.

A: The very reason why 
we have city and county gov¬ 
ernments is also part of the 
challenges leaders have when 
it comes to working together, 
although the missions are 
similar the strategies and 
deliverables are often differ¬ 
ent.

A: City and county gov¬ 
ernments surely have their 
disagreements, but they are 
not the feuding families 
that some would make them 
out to be. There are areas in 
which the city and county 
are actually working together 
and in some cases in lock step. 
City and county governments 
work extremely well together 
in emergency services, with 
interagency communica¬ 
tion and working groups in 
policing, fire protection and 
emergency services that have 
propelled Lawrenceburg 
into one of the top ten safest 
cities in Kentucky. City and 
county came together to pro¬ 
vide economic development

Q Because the fiscal court 
has refused to allow the city 
to join its tourism authority, 
do you think the city should 
form its own?

A: It is my strong prefer¬ 
ence for the city to work with 
county government on the 
tourism authority. Pulling in 
two different directions will 
get us nowhere fast. We need 
to develop common interests 
and goals to bring additional 
tourism dollars into our com¬ 
munity.

A: It is time for Lawrence¬ 
burg to begin developing 
economic development zones 
that offer tax breaks and 
development incentives to 
make our downtown more 
attractive to burgeoning 
small businesses. Parking is 
also a concern for many look¬ 
ing at main street locations. 

It will be necessary for us 
to create additional, easily 
accessible parking in order to 
bring people back to down¬ 
town shops, restaurants, and 
businesses. These steps can 
work together with a united 
tourism authority to bring 
new faces and dollars into our 
community. 

Q Would you consider 
exploring the opportunity for 


city and county governments 
to merge? Why or why not? 

A: The question of merger 
is one that should be explored 
with an open mind. Any plan 
for a merged government 
must be put together so that 
both city and county citizens 
benefit. If true cost savings 
and service alignments can 
be accomplished, then we 
should enact the plan.

Still a mystery 

Story of Bearcat-Red Devil epic in 
'64 depends on who is telling it 

What really hap¬ 
pened that night in 
Shelbyville? 

I mean what really 
happened? For over 
20 years, I have heard 
stories about that night 
when the Anderson 
Bearcats were robbed of 
their first district foot¬ 
ball championship. 

Or it was the night 
when the Bearcats played their col¬ 
lective hearts out but saw their first 
district championship slip through 
their fingers when an official had the 
courage to make a crucial call that 
nullified what might have been the 
winning touchdown. 

“Courage?” some say. “He was paid 
off, everyone knows that.” 

In other words, the story you get 
about what happened depends on 
who you ask. 

Here are the facts: Anderson - 
there was no “County” on the school 
name at the time - was the upstart. 
The Bearcats had put together a 7-1 
record in 1963. It was the best mark 
for the Bearcats since the school was 
formed when Kavanaugh and Law- 
renceburg had merged in 1949. 

With many of the key players 
returning, Anderson was expected 
to be really good even though young 
coach Bob Kincer was in his first year 
at the helm. 

Shelbyville was one of the regal 
old names in Kentucky high school 
football. The KHSAA had only start¬ 
ed sponsoring state playoffs five years 
before, so there was no hardware in 
the Shelbyville trophy case. 

But veteran coach Puss Green well 
was widely regarded as one of the 
best. His legacy is such that years 
later, the Shelbyville Youth Football 
League was named in his honor. 

The schools had met every year 
since Anderson had been formed and 
the Bearcats were still looking for 
their first win in the series. 

Both teams came in undefeated 
Class A district rivals but under the 
system of the day, only one team 
would move on to the state playoffs. 

Not that people were paying that 
much attention to the playoffs. The 
real trophy of champions was the one 
that was given to the winner of the 
Central Kentucky Conference. 

The bottom line was they were two 
of central Kentucky’s best. 

With Shelbyville leading 13-7 
sometime in the fourth quarter - the 
when also depends on who tells the 
story, but it seems to get a little closer 
to the final horn every time I hear it 
- Anderson’s stellar quarterback Rod 
Cloyd threw a screen pass to Glenn 
Moffett, who motored all the way for 
the apparent go-ahead touchdown. 

Nope. 

A yellow flag was on the ground 
well up the field. Clipping. 

“There was no way that was clip¬ 
ping,” Cloyd said in an interview 13 
years ago. 

Cloyd, who would later start as 
a defensive back at the University 
of Kentucky, was distraught as he 
came off the field. “I told my parents 
I was never going to ever come to 
Shelbyville again. Never. Not just the 
school. I was never going to set foot in 
Shelbyville again.” 

More on that later. 

Jimmy McBrayer in the backfield 
blocking on the play. Spread offenses 
meant two wide receivers back in 
1964. At least one back usually stayed 
behind the line to help protect the 
quarterback. 

That was McBrayer’s role on the 
disputed play. 

He saw what happened and 
believes the official was correct. “I 
was blocking for pass protection. I saw 
the infraction plainly. I, as did all the 
other teammates, saw it later on the 
game film. It was not a bad or incor¬ 
rect call, but it had nothing to do with 
the play as it unfolded,” McBrayer 
says. 

McBrayer still lives in Lawrence- 
burg and often attends Anderson 
County games. He’s still a big football 
fan. 

After graduating from UK, Cloyd 
embarked on a teaching and coaching 
career. His last stop was Shelby Coun¬ 
ty High School, which merged with 
Shelbyville in the fall of 1975. 

He has a grandson attending Shel¬ 
by West Middle School, which is the 
feeder school for Collins High. 

Collins takes on Anderson Friday. 

Needless to say, Cloyd set foot in 
the town he vowed to avoid. 

But what happened in Shelbyville 
in October 1964 still depends on who 
is telling the story.

History lives in regional final 


Longtime power ends 
Lady Bearcat state 
tourney dream

VERONA - According to 
the experts, history teaches 
those valuable life lessons. 

And those lessons were 
in abundance Thursday 
night as Anderson County 
was going for its first girls’ 
regional high school soccer 
title. 

Trailing 3-0 at the half, 
Anderson coach Jason Ear¬ 
nest drew on his team’s past 
to tell his charges they were 
not hopelessly behind. He 
knew. 

“I told them that the last 
time we were in the regional 
final, we had a 3-0 lead and 


lost it,” Earnest said. “We lost 
to Sayre, 4-3, in overtime so it 
can be done, but we have to 
believe come out fighting for 
it. I think we did that, but we 
were not able to finish.” 

South Oldham denied the 
Lady Bearcats the regional 
crown with a 3-1 win. 

South Oldham stared the 
Lady Bearcats down at the 
Walton-Verona Sports Com¬ 
plex. THAT South Oldham, 
a program that has put six 
state championship trophies 
on display at the school. No 
other Kentucky school has 
won more than four. 

The Lady Bearcats were 
down by three goals to a pro¬ 
gram that at one time had 
a run of 11 regional cham¬ 
pionships in 12 seasons. But 
South, the Eighth Region’s 
runner-up the past two sea¬ 
sons, was hungry, looking 
for its first state tournament 


trip since 2009. 

And that history trumped 
Anderson’s history. 

The Dragons rolled to the 
win in the Eighth Region 
final as senior Stephanie 
Rowland registered a hat 
trick in the first 30 minutes. 
Anderson rallied after half¬ 
time, trying to increase the 
offensive pressure, but to no 
avail. 

Anderson finally got 
within 3-1 when Anna Cor¬ 
nish was pushed right in 
front of the net, then con¬ 
nected on a penalty kick 
with 2:42 to play. 

Cornish, a senior, was in 
tears when her high school 
career ended a few moments 
later, but for the most part, 
there were few signs of 
despair among the Anderson 
players.

jumpers. 

“Probably in his younger 
days, he could get up a a 
little higher,” Carmichael 
smiled. 

Carmichael and his 
teammates could smile 
after a tougher-than-the- 
score-indicates 48-34 win 
over East Jessamine to sew 
up second place in Class 5A, 
District 6. Anderson will 
host Scott High, of Coving¬ 
ton, in the first round of 
the Region 3 playoffs on 
November 7. The Bearcats 
improved to 6-3 on the year. 

East Jessamine, which, 
like Anderson, could have 
won the district with the 
right things happening, fell 
to 3-5-1 on the year and to 
fourth place in the playoffs. 
East Jessamine will travel 
to South Oldham to open 
post-season play. 

“That was the intensity 
we had wanted all week,” 
Carmichael said. “In prac¬ 
tice, we always do a big 
chest bump. I really wasn’t 
expecting the hip bump.” 

But even though it took 
the Bearcats until the 
fourth quarter to secure the 
win against a team they 
have dominated in recent 
years, the key getting excit¬ 
ed about the game again. 

A 35-21 loss at Franklin 
County the week before 
had left a sour taste in 
Anderson’s collective 
mouth. There was no way 
that loss was going to ruin 
the rest of the season. 

“We had a team meeting 
on Monday,” Peach said. “I 
met with the captains first 
and we came up with some 
expectations. Our captains 
and our guys did a great job 
of setting some expectations 
and standards.” 

The Bearcats amassed 
485 yards and 48 points 
against a team that had 
been yielding only 18 points 
a game coming in. The 
Bearcats did it by air - Car¬ 
michael threw for 254 yards 
- and by land. 

The Bearcats rushed for 
231 yards a week after going 


for just 144 at Franklin. 

“I was just really proud 
of the guys and how they 
responded when it didn’t go 
our way last week,” Peach 
said. “We turned around 
and had a great week this 
week.” 

To say the Bearcats were 
excited following Toomey’s 
score is the understatement. 
The Bearcats erupted on 
the sideline, then ran to 
mob Toomey on the field. 

It was a bit much and 
the Bearcats were penalized 
15 yards for unsportsman¬ 
like conduct. 

“It was a complete 
change this week,” Dowell 
said. “We made sure we 
were excited. We played 
music while we were prac¬ 
ticing. It showed on the 
field tonight, all the excite¬ 
ment.” 

But East Jessamine, a 


team that had raised eye¬ 
brows across the state when 
the Jaguars beat Franklin 
County three weeks ear¬ 
lier, did not come to town 
to be a sacrificial lamb for 
Anderson’s playoff fest. The 
Jags could have finished as 
high as first in the district 
or could have slipped all 
the way out of the playoffs. 

Even though Anderson 
was a heavy favorite, East 
Jessamine took a 21-13 lead 
when Kyle Gann hit Tovy 
Islami for a 32-yard touch¬ 
down with 7:45 left in the 
first half. 

It was something the 
Bearcats were not expect¬ 
ing. 

“Mike (Bowlin, the East 
Jessamine coach) did a mar¬ 
velous job in preparing for 
us. They pulled out all the 
stops,” Peach said. “They 
had been moving the ball 
on people on the ground 
but they basically deserted 
their running game.” 

Peach browsed the stat 
sheets, which told the dif¬ 
ference. 

“They threw 25 times,” 
he said. “They probably 
hadn’t thrown the ball 25 
times (total) in the first 
eight games. They had been 
double tight (end), three- 
back offense the whole sea¬ 
son until tonight.” 

It was an exaggeration, 
but not much. The Jaguars 
came in throwing less than 
eight times a game. The 194 
yards passing the Jaguars 
totaled Friday turned out to 
be nearly 31 percent of East 
Jessamine’s season total. 

That is not to say that 
East forgot running back 
Chris Mastin, who came 
into the contest ranked No. 


5 among Class 5A rushing 
yardage leaders. Mastin 
ran for 147 yards and three 
touchdowns, including an 
80-yarder that put East up 
14-13. 

“We had to make some 
changes and adjustments 
on the fly,” Peach said of 
the first half. 

But when John Paul 
Garmon caught a five-yard 
pass from Carmichael just 
before halftime, it signaled 
that Anderson was in busi¬ 
ness. Garmon had hauled in 
a 32-yard pass for his first 
varsity touchdown earlier. 

“That touchdown gave 
us some momentum and a 
little lift,” Carmichael said. 

East tied things when 
Mastin scored his second 
touchdown, punctuating 
East Jessamine’s 70-yard 
drive to start the sec¬ 
ond half, but Anderson 
responded with 20 unan¬ 
swered points on runs from 
Ryan Martin and Russell 
sandwiched around a spec¬ 
tacular 29-yard touchdown 
pass from Carmichael to 
Russell. 

“That was the difference 
this week from last week,” 
Peach said. “Every time 
something went against us, 
we came out and fought 
harder.” 

The win clinched Ander¬ 
son’s ninth consecutive 
winning season as well as 
starting the playoffs at 
home for the eighth con¬ 
secutive year. 

“We really wanted that 
home game,” Carmichael 
smiled. 

Mission accomplished.

“I think Anderson will be a great 
challenge,” Collins coach Jerry Lucas 
said Monday. “Obviously, they have 
great tradition and are having anoth¬ 
er very good year.” 

Anderson will be going against 
a Collins team that is far different 
from the one that upset Highlands 
in the 4A state final last year. Quar¬ 
terback Lawson Page is now at More- 
head State and stellar running back- 
receiver Dre Farris is at Western 
Kentucky. In all, nine Titans signed 
to play college football a year ago. 

The Titans have one of the 
nation’s best kickers in Blanton 
Creque, but he has scored only 39 
points this year, which underscores 
Collins struggles. Collins has scored 
more than three touchdowns only 
twice. 

Collins comes in at 4-5 and is in 
danger of having its first losing sea¬ 
son since the school was formed in 
2010. 

“We have nothing but the utmost 
respect for Collins and their program 
and Coach Lucas,” Peach said. “They 
are still really solid. You look at who 
they have played. They’ve played 
Simon Kenton, Ballard. They have 
played Central Hardin, who is unde¬ 
feated. It could be very difficult with 
a schedule like that.” 

And Collins will come in looking 
at Anderson as a necessary step to a 
better seed in the playoffs. 

“They are always sound and hard- 
nosed,” Lucas said. “It will be a huge 
challenge for us on Friday and that 
is exactly what we need heading into 
the playoffs. I think we have a very 
good football team in us. We are still 
looking to put it all togther. We are 
young, but if we can get it all togeth¬ 
er, I think we could be a tough out in 
the playoffs again this season.” 

Series tentatively set to continue 

Peach says the schools have 
agreed to continue playing as long as 
there are no district scheduling con¬ 
flicts. Anderson is a Class 5A school, 
Collins is 4A. 

“You have to admire what they 
have done at Collins,” Peach says. 
“They have a state runnerup (2012) 
and state champion (2013) in a rela¬ 
tively short amount of time. You 
have to admire that.” 

As for playing in the future, 

Peach says, “That is the plan.”

being tied through the first set. But 
after taking a commanding 24-17 
lead, the Lady Bearcats saw Collins 
draw within 24-21 before a serve out 
of bounds ended things. 

After that, it was all Collins, which 
turned a 4-4 tie into a 25-11 win the 
second set.

regained the lead on the next point, 
then rode a 7-point service from 
senior libero Koti Weaver. 

After trailing as much as 15-7 early 
in the fouirth set, Anderson rallied to 
pull within 21-18 before Stoudemire 
recorded a kill and Keri Perdue scored 
on an ace. 

“They have a good team, there is 
no doubt about that,” Hardin said 
of the Titans, who improved to 25-9. 
Anderson fell to 24-7. 

Carmichael led the Anderson 
attack with 12 kills with Emily Couch 
recorded 7 kills, matching her num¬ 
ber in the tournament’s opening 
match against Spencer County. All 
three were named to the 30 th District 
All-Tournament Team. 

“I think Emily Couch played the 
best games she has played all year,” 
Hardin said. “Katy Carmichael had 
some big hits for us and Ally Hayes 
was just all over the place. I wish I 
had more sports on the all-tourna¬ 
ment team. There were several others 
that deserved it.” 

In the end, however, there was 
little celebration. Anderson had come 
into the tournament as the No. 1 seed 
and looking for its first district title 
since 2006, four years before Collins 
was formed out of Shelby County. 

The Titans quickly built a tradition 
while Anderson is still reaching. 

“We have had a couple of oppor- 
tunies (to win the district),” Hardin 
said, and they just slipped out of our 
fingers. It is hard to grasp and we are 
in a great district. Our region is strong. 
We have three or four teams ranked 
in the Top 25.”

Penalty kicks send Anderson past 
North Oldham in regional opener

GOSHEN - Anderson County 
has spent recent weeks working 
on penalty kicks after missing 
all three it took in a shootout loss 
Sept. 11 against Paul Laurence 
Dunbar. 

That work paid off Monday 
night to help the Lady Bearcats 
keep their season alive. 

All five Anderson shooters hit 
their kicks in a PK shootout to 
give the Lady Bearcats a 2-1 road 
win against North Oldham in the 
Region 8 quarterfinals. 

“We’ve had some close calls 
in penalty kick shootouts the 
last few years,” Lady Bearcat 
coach Jason Earnest said. “We’ve 
already had one this year where 
we didn’t make a single kick. 

“...So we’ve been working on it 
and working on it and working 


on it. It just feels good for them 
to have that confidence, because 
they’re so nervous, to have that 
confidence to step up and make 
those shots.’ 

The teams went to penalties 
after playing to a 1-1 tie through 
80 minutes of regulation and two 
five-minute sudden-death over¬ 
time periods. 

Anderson’s Anna Cornish and 
Lily Weisenbarger of North (11-6- 
2) each converted their kicks in 
the first round. 

Lady Bearcat sophomore 
Alexis Thompson hit hers in the 
second round, but Lady Mustang 
junior Katelyn Richards saw her 
attempt bang off the right post. 
That gave Anderson a 2-1 edge in 
the shootout. 

Lady Bearcat sophomore Tate 
Thompson and and North sopho¬ 
more Emma Boyd traded makes 
in the third round, as did Ander¬ 
son junior Madeline Wilson and 
Lady Mustang sophomore Mad- 
die Mendoza in the fourth. 

That put the Lady Bearcats’ 
fifth kicker, junior Grace Cascio- 
la, in position to win the shootout 


for her team. 

Casciola shot to her left, which 
was the direction North fresh¬ 
man goalkeeper Katelyn Kellogg 
dove. But the ball bounced off 
Kellogg’s hands and into the goal 
to and win it for Anderson. 

“We felt confidence with our 
PK’s,” said North coach Ann Rev- 
ell, who’d watched her team win 
a penalty shootout to beat rival 
Oldham County earlier in the 
season. “But it’s PK’s. You never 
know what’s going to happen.” 

Earnest said it was an accom¬ 
plishment for his team to beat 
the Lady Mustangs, a side that 
defeated the Lady Bearcats 3-1 on 
Aug. 30 in Lawrenceburg. 

“I knew that we would have to 
hang on because we’re not as fit 
as they are and they just overall 
have more select players, higher- 
level players,” Earnest said. “We 
knew we were going to have to 
fight for everything we had.” 

Casciola scored the match’s 
first goal Monday, converting a 
header off a corner kick to put 
Anderson up 1-0 with 31:33 left in 
the first half. 

The lead held until the 3:14 
mark of the second half, when 
North was awarded a penalty 
kick after the official called the 
Lady Bearcats for a tackle inside 
the 18-yard box. 

Boyd buried the penalty kick 
to tie the match at 1-1. 

“To give up that goal after 
being ahead for so long... I had 
defenders crying coming off the 
field, saying, ‘We were so close,”’ 
Earnest said. “I said, ‘It’s not over.’” 

Anderson rallied to keep 
North off the board during the 
two overtime periods, sending the 
match to the penalty shootout it 
was able to win. 

Earnest was complimentary of 
the way his defense performed 
on Monday, holding the Lady 
Mustangs to just one goal. 

He singled out junior center- 
back Tori Estrada and Tate 
Thompson, who he had only 
recently moved to outside- 
defender. 

“I’d been playing (Thompson) 
up on the wing all year long and 
then we had a defender go down 
with a foot injury so I moved her 
back,” Earnest said. “...It’s just like 
the light went on for her and 
what her place was on this team. 

“Those types of things, having 
someone step up into that role... 
They’re in a zone.”

What would you do if you saw an albino buck? 


Michigan boy's prize 
stirring a controversy 

I wanted to start out this 
month’s column with a 
question to readers and 
hunters in our community. 
Before asking the question, 

I’ll set it up for 
you. 

Gavin Ding- 
man is an 
11-year-old 
hunter who 
lives in Michi¬ 
gan. A couple 
of weeks ago 
Gavin har¬ 
vested a nice 
12-point trophy 
buck with a 
30-yard shot 
from his cross¬ 
bow. 

Since then, Gavin has been 
bombarded with good and 
bad comments and opinions 
about whether or not the 
young hunter should have 
harvested the deer. The rea¬ 
sons for the many comments 
and or opinions are that the 
buck was quite a bit differ¬ 
ent from what most hunters 
normally encounter while in 
the woods. 

The trophy buck Gavin 
had harvested was an albino 
deer. Yes, the deer is white 
from head to hoof to hiney. 

I’ve read several opinions 
from the Michigan folks 
that are interesting to say 
the least. An albino deer, let 
alone a 12-point trophy buck, 
is rare with reports of only 
l-in-20,000 having the genetic 
disorder that causes the white 
pigmentation of the deer’s 
hair. Some native cultures 
revere any white (albino) 
animal, believing that it pos¬ 
sesses the spirits of ancestors. 

I’ve spent many man hours 
in the woods in my lifetime 
and have yet to ever see a 
true albino deer in the wild. 

I have seen “piebalds” in the 
wild. Piebald deer are those 


that have patches of white 
(unpigmented), or at least 
quite a bit lighter than the 
typical brown, hair. For refer¬ 
ence, think of a paint horse 
and the irregular patterns 
that its hair displays. Piebald 
animals are not common but 
are more so than true albinos. 
Piebaldness is also caused by 
a rare genetic disorder and 
can also be found in other 
animals. 

This sets up my question 
mentioned earlier. I’m curi¬ 
ous to get the thoughts of 
local folks on your feelings 
regarding whether or not you 
would have let this deer walk 
or if you would have harvest¬ 
ed this 12-point trophy albino 
buck? Send your responses 
to sports@theandersonnews. 
com and I’ll try to incorporate 
them into my December col¬ 
umn. 

At this time, I’ll be in the 
Kentucky and West Virginia 
woods most of November so 
my next outdoor column will 
more than likely not be until 
December. 

Ginseng 

Last month, I mentioned 
a season that only a handful 
of Kentuckians even know 
about. Ginseng season in 
Kentucky opened Sept. 1 and 
closes Dec. 1. The harvest of 
this medicinal root is fairly 
common in many parts of our 
state as well as most of the 
Appalachian Mountains. 

The root of the Ameri¬ 
can ginseng plant (Panax 
quinquefolius) is harvested, 
air dried to reduce moisture 
content then sold. The root is 
used in many ways and can 
be found in some teas, coffees 
or energy drinks. Most Ameri¬ 
can grown ginseng is har¬ 
vested and shipped to China 
as they revere its medicinal 
uses. Folklore has it that 
ginseng roots, and sometimes 
the plants’ leaves, acts as an 
aphrodisiac, stimulant, type 


II diabetes treatment or even 
a cure for sexual dysfunction 
in men. 

Ginseng harvesting has 
become very regulated over 
the last several years due to 
the high dollar the dried root 
brings in today’s marketplace. 
Many states have seasons 
and some pretty stiff penal¬ 
ties for not going by the rules 
in place for the harvest. As 
with all hunting, fishing and 
trapping adventures, always 
check the local rules and reg¬ 
ulations before going afield. 

Deer season 

Kentucky hunters are 
off to a good start in 2014. It 
will probably be February 
before harvest numbers for 
this year’s deer season are 
made official. We will have to 
wait to see if those numbers 
exceed the 144,409 deer taken 
during the 2013-14 season. 

Statewide harvest num¬ 
bers, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources’s 
telecheck system, are showing 
the deer taken so far right at 
20,000 animals. The youth 
season earlier this month, as 
well as the early muzzleload- 
er season, bumped the num¬ 
bers pretty good especially 
here in Anderson County and 
several surrounding counties. 
Anderson County is totaling 
317 deer harvested thru Oct. 

23 with 62 taken with modern 
firearms (mostly youth sea¬ 
son hunters) and another 106 
taken with muzzleloaders. 

Shelby County hunters 
have telechecked 316 deer 
during the same time frame. 
Franklin and Spencer Coun¬ 
ties were each showing total 
harvests of 266 deer thru Oct. 
23 according to the telecheck 
system. 

Our modern gun season 
for deer comes in Nov. 8 this 
year and runs thru Nov. 23 
in Zones 1 and 2. Be sure 
and check the regulations 


and your equipment before 
heading out in pursuit of 
your deer to insure you’re in 
compliance as well as hunt¬ 
ing safe. 

Vote 

I know I am personally 
tired of seeing all those media 
ads every time the ballgame 
on television goes to com¬ 
mercial break. I have also 
recycled or thrown away 
what seems like hundreds of 
mailers touting one candidate 
over the other. I do under¬ 
stand, however, that this is 
just the way it is done in our 
day and time. 

This is an outdoor column 
so I will try not to get too 
political. However, I am also 
one who votes at every elec¬ 
tion and believes in exercis¬ 
ing my rights and feel each 
citizen of our great state and 
country should do the same. 

Voting, however, should 
be done by educated citizens. 
By that I mean educated on 
the issues, educated about the 
candidates and where they 
stand on the issues. 

Leigh and I went to the 
candidate forum on Oct. 23 at 
the Anderson Middle School. 

I was kind of disappointed in 
what seemed to me to be a 
small turn out at least from 
what I was expecting. Hunt¬ 
ers, fishermen, trappers and 
outdoor folks in general all 
have a stake of some kind in 
most any election. 

I would be willing to say 
that most citizens of the state 
of Kentucky think that the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources make 
the laws governing hunting, 
fishing, trapping, etc. The 
department recommends sea¬ 
sons, bag limits, etc. but it is 
the state legislature that has 
to approve (or not approve) 
the recommendations and 
vote them into law. 

This is where being edu¬ 
cated on the candidate is 


crucial. Who we as outdoors 
people send to local offices, 
Frankfort or Washington D.C. 
does matter. Think about that 
the next time you’re in the 
woods or on the water enjoy¬ 
ing the great outdoors God 
has blessed us with and know 
you can, and need, to make a 
difference. 

That being said, and to stay 
off my soap box, I would just 
ask that each registered voter 
gets educated on the issues, 
the candidates and come 
Nov. 4, go to the ballot box 
and exercise your right as an 
American citizen.

*Squirrel season is still 
open but closes briefly during 
the first two days of mod¬ 
ern gun season for deer on 
November 8-9. 

*Fall wild turkey season 
(shotgun) opened Oct. 25 and 
closes Friday, Oct. 31. 

*Rabbit, quail and grouse 
seasons open Nov. 1. 

*Modern gun season for 
deer opens Saturday, Nov. 8 
and closes Nov. 23. 

*Late crossbow season for 
deer and turkeys is open Nov. 
8 thru Dec. 31. 

*Most trapping seasons for 
small game and furbearers 
open Nov. 10. 

I plan to be doing a lot of 
“field research” during the 
next month for future out¬ 
door columns so my Novem¬ 
ber column may get pushed 
to December. Be sure and 
submit comments/answers to 
the question at the beginning 
of the column. Also, be sure 
and submit your upcoming 
harvest details and pictures to 
The Anderson News.

Overcoming challenges found in fall bass fishing 

Falling water levels, cold fronts test anglers'skill during fall months; Downsize lure size, use lighter line in cool temps

Ky. Dept, of Fish & Wildlife 
Resources 

You arrive at the Hol¬ 
comb’s Landing Ramp 
just after dawn and look 
at the shoreline of Lake 
Cumberland. A line 
of damp rocks several 
inches thick rings the 
lake and the rip rap on 
the face of Wolf Creek 
Dam. 

Your heart sinks. 

They are releasing a 
lot of water quickly 
through the dam and 
into the Cumberland 
River below it. The first 
smallmouth bass trip of 
the fall may be a bust. 

“When they pull 
water through the dam, 
the falling water pulls 
the predator fish off 
their preferred habi¬ 
tat,” said John Williams, 
southeastern fisheries 
district program coordi¬ 
nator for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. 
“Being out of their com¬ 
fort zone makes them 
skittish.” 

Falling water, along 
with the fall turnover 
and cold fronts, are chal¬ 
lenges in decoding fall 
bass fishing patterns. 
Falling water is a com¬ 
mon situation found in 
fall as many lakes across 
Kentucky experience 
significant drawdown to 
winter pool. 

Most large reservoirs 
in Kentucky begin 
the fall drawdown in 
the middle of October, 


but others start in late 
September while a few 
begin in November. 

“This puts the bass 
more on the move,” said 
Eric Cummins, south¬ 
western fisheries district 
program coordinator 
for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “Anglers won’t 
pattern them as well 
during the drawdown.” 

Williams said he 
noticed the flat nature 
of the upper ends of 
creek arms during the 
drawdown of Lake Cum¬ 
berland for repairs on 
Wolf Creek Dam. “Dam 
releases pull water and 
baitfish off those flats 
and back into the chan¬ 
nel or along steeper 
banks,” he said. 

This pulling effect 
scatters the baitfish, but 
they relocate and sus¬ 
pend over long points, 
channel ledges or under¬ 
water humps near the 
mouth of coves or creek 
arms. The bass follow. 

Shad-colored, deep¬ 
running crankbaits and 
suspending jerkbaits 
fished near these struc¬ 
tures work well. Men¬ 
tally note the location 
of the first bass of the 
day and use the same 
presentation in a similar 
area on other parts of 
the lake. 

As the fall winds 
blow ever colder air 
over the surface of 
Kentucky reservoirs, 
the top layer of water 
cools and begins mixing 
with the chillier, denser 


water underneath. The 
thermal layering of the 
water column formed 
during the heat of sum¬ 
mer breaks up. Eventu¬ 
ally, the water’s surface 
layer is the same tem¬ 
perature and density 
as the water under it, a 
phenomenon commonly 
known as turnover. 

“During the turnover, 
the fish are off,” Cum¬ 
mins explained. “The 
dissolved oxygen levels 
drop. The turnover 
releases gases trapped 
during the summer by 
temperature that can 
have a slight sulphur 
smell.” 

Williams explained 
the shallower creek 
arms and the upper 
reaches of the lake turn 
over before the deeper 
main lake. “The whole 
water column has to 
cool down to match the 
bottom level. In our 
deep lakes like Laurel 
River and Cumberland, 
the full turnover isn’t 
complete until Novem¬ 
ber and into December,” 
he said. 

On shallower lakes 
like Barren River Lake, 
the turnover is almost 
finished. 

The Louisville Dis¬ 
trict of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers’ web¬ 
site has a graph of the 
dissolved oxygen profile 
for all of the lakes in its 
district including Barren 
River, Buckhorn, Carr 
Creek, Cave Run, Green 
River, Nolin River, 


Rough River and Tay¬ 
lorsville. 

From the homep¬ 
age, click on the “Water 
Information” tab and 
the “Updated Lake Tem¬ 
peratures and Dissolved 
Oxygen Levels” tab. 

“Most of the read¬ 
ings are taken near the 
dam, so if the line on the 
graph is nearly verti¬ 
cal, turnover is done,” 
Cummins explained. 

“If the graph shows a 
strong line at a certain 
depth, the thermal lay¬ 
ers in the water column 
haven’t broken up yet.” 

After you arrive at 
the water and notice 
off-colored water with a 
smell, fish another sec¬ 
tion of the lake. 

If you are near the 
dam, the upper lake and 
major creek arms have 
likely turned over. If 
you are in a major creek 
arm or upper lake, the 
deeper water at the dam 
probably hasn’t turned 
over yet. 

“The fishing is much 
better where the lake 
isn’t turning over,” Cum¬ 
mins said. “If you see 
turnover on one of our 
smaller lakes, choose 
another lake to fish.” 

Minor cold fronts 
actually can help fish¬ 
ing in early fall. Bass 
feed heavily in the days 
leading up to the front 
and a small deep-run¬ 
ning chrome crankbait 
draws strikes. 

After the minor front 
passes, baitfish school a 


bit more and settle a lit¬ 
tle deeper, but bass still 
hit. The drop shot tech¬ 
nique using a 3 -inch 
soft plastic jerkbait in 
the sexy shad color can 
work wonders in this 
situation. 

A major cold front, 
especially later in fall, 
that drops the lake tem¬ 
perature several degrees 
means tough, but not 
impossible, fishing. 
Anglers must downsize 
their lure size, use light¬ 
er line and fish much 
slower. 

A 4-inch black finesse 
worm rigged on a 3/16- 
ounce small Shakey 
head and fished in the 
“dead stick” presenta¬ 
tion may save the day. 
Simply cast to the point, 
channel ledge or hump 
and let the rig sink to 
the bottom. Reel in 
the slack, keep a tight 
line and squeeze the 
rod handle to impart 
a subtle action to the 
worm. Grumpy bass 
that passed by all other 
offerings often succumb 
to this. 

Get out this fall and 
overcome some of these 
challenging situations. 
Fall brings great weath¬ 
er and deserted lakes, 
perfect conditions for 
bass fishing.
